Phils/tines and Ammonites vexed them 18 jeers, and afterthat 
they were deliveredsntothe bands ofthe Philitiner 40 yeers: & 
inthe time of their Kings , when Ephr aim walked after Idols, 
Godoften ſentthe Afjrias to ride over them.
